TWA Strike Ends; First Plane Will 
Take Off 7 A.M. Saturday Morning

The Trans World Airline pilots 
strike—the nation’s first major 
| walkout of commercial fliers— 
ended today with an agreement to 
submit the dispute cver pay and 
working rules to arbitration, 

Paul E. Richter, executive vice 
president of TWA, and David L. 
Behncke, of the AFL pilots union 
—signed the agreement at 5:12 
a.m. (§.S.T.) in the office of 
Chairman Frank P. Douglass of 
the national mediation board. 
Nearly nine hours of continuous 
conferences over the final wording 





preceded the signing. 

TWA said it expects to put its 
first+planes into the air 
a.m., local time Saturday, with 
transcontinental flights starting 
from both coasts. 

The walkout of approximately 
1,000 pilots began October 21 over 
demands for higher pay for pilots 
and co-pilots of four-engine planes. 
It grounded 115 aircraft along 
most of the company’s 28,000 
miles of route on three continents, 
threw nearly 15,000 non-flying

eral Assembly’s 51-member politi- 
cal and security committee yes- 
terday by six small nations. 

Connally warned bluntly that 
| “division between the great pow~- 

ers over intervention or the use 
of force might result in war in- 
stead of peace” but declared that 
the veto must not be used to 
“frustrate” the functioning of the 
council. 

Connally digressed from _ his 
prepared text at one point to is- 
sue a warning that if the U. N. 
| “Charter doésn’t work this or- 
} ganization may do down in ruins.” 
He said that while the United 
States opposed amendment of the 
Charter at this time “we are for 
making it work.” ‘

By JAMES V. LATIMER 

In September a newspaper printed a thirty thousand 
word treatise on Hiroshima, and placed us all under a 
heavy debt of obligation. The article was by John Her- 
sey, and appeared on August 30th in The New Yorker. 
By the reading of the article we were forced once again 
to consider the value in the destruction of cities and na- 
tions, including their people and even innocent children. 
If we could eliminate all but political ag- 
itators, then there might possibly be some 
justification of the act. The whole ques- 
tion is challenging Some of my questions 
are: 


1. What difference is there in the bomb- 
ing of Hiroshima, which many of us ap- 


proved, and the destruction of Lidice, 
which we condemned? 

2. If it be right to shoot down an enemy because he 
carries a gun, why is it not right to destroy the peaceful 
citizen who makes the guns, or the owner of the factory? 

3. Then if we decide to make war on the factory work- 
ers, their owners and managers, why do we not extend, 
our destruction to their iamiies, wiio may become work- 
ers in such establishments? 

4. Ought not we then take a first and easier step and 
do away with all children who may later become bearers 
of arms, or who may in the coming years produce such 
implements of destruction? 

Such thinking gets us nowhere, unless it leads us to 
the position of fighting against all wars and makers of 
wars, lest in the coming years we be forced to the con- 
clusion that it will be best for ail concerned for the na- 
tions to make it impossible for the human race to bring 
children into the world at all, thus to refuse to perpetuate 
the race. Then the few of us who remain on the earih may 
find peace and quiet, and oblivion. 

A pessimist might easily reach such a conclusion; but 
we are not pessimists. We choose to believe we came in- 
ic the world for a purpose, and that we have a work to 
do which is worthwhile. The, challenge then is for us io 
make wars unnecessary and impossible Right human re- 
lations can do just that. So, let us sow good-will.
